Coum to anſwer the Charges brought 
againſt him (not to mention ſeveral other 
Pamphlets that had appeared againſt 
them, among which that of the learned 
Author of the Moravians compared and 
detected holds the firſt Rank) having made 
the Party ſenſible, that their Reputation 
and Intereſt in this Kingdom would 
ſhortly dwindle to nothing, if not kept up 
by ſome Shew of an Anſwer; this gave 
Birth, at length, to the firſt and ſecond 
Part of a Book, entitled, An Expoſition, 
or true State of Matters objecled in England 
to the People known by the Name of Unitas 
Fratrum, publiſhed in 1755. As there 
was then a third Part promiſed, which 
might probably call upon Mr. Rimius to 
animadvert upon That likewiſe, he pur- 
poſed to delay the Publication of the Ob- 
ſervations he had to make on the two 
former, till ſuch Time as this their Pro- 
miſe was fulfilled. But after fruitleſsly 
waiting for the ſame upwards of a Year, 
and not knowing when it might ſuit the 
Party to help the labouring Mountain to 
bring forth the long expected Burden; he 
thought it incumbent on him to haſten 
Matters, by once more folemnly calling

upon the Count to anfwer to what had 
been laid to his Charge by him and others; 
which had been hitherto either left un- 
anfwered, or replied to by the Party in 
an unfatisfactory Manner, by 1 meer Shifts 
and Evaſions. 


Such were the Inducements that 
moved Mr. Rimius to compoſe the fol- 
lowing Tract, which as the Reader will 
perceive by the frequent References 
made to the Party's Expoſition, &c. and 
by what the Author himſelf mentions, 
P. I. p. 9, and P. II. p. 92, is but Part 
of a larger one, which is ſtill in being, 
and will be publiſhed hercatter, if Cir- 
cumſtances ſhall require it. Whether or 
no the Author intended that both Parts 
of this ſecond Solemn Call ſhould appear 
together, and in the Form they now are, 
is uncertain, It may be preſumed ſrom 
the Sameneſs of the Account given, in 
both, of the Motives that led him to 
compoſe this farther Confutation of the 
Party's Writings, that, had he lived ſome 
Days longer, he would have blended the 
two Parts together, and have ſuppreſſed 
ſome Obſeryations that occur in the Be- 


ginning 
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ginning and Middle of the ſecond Part of 
this Performance, as they had been al- 
ready mentioned, almoſt verbatim in the 
firſt. Howbeit, the Author not having 
made this Change himſelf in his Manu- 
ſcript, either for want of Time or from 
ſome other Motive, the Editor thought 
he was not at Liberty to undertake it, but 
gives the whole juſt as he found it. Ano- 
ther Thing the Reader is defired to ob- 
ſerve is, that as the Author quotes, or 
refers to Books that he had by him, and 
might conſult whenever he pleaſed; he 
has, in ſome few Places, forgot to ſet 
down the Pages, intending to inſert them 
before the Work went to the Preſs. The 
Editor, for want of theſe Books, had it 
not in his Power to ſupply this Defect. 
He gives Notice likewiſe, that the IVth 
Appendix, referred to in P. I. p. 29, was 
not at Hand, when the three firſt were 
printed off; which is the Reaſon why it 
doth not appear in its proper Place, but 
at the End of the Performance. 


Whatever Notions the Count and his 
Followers may entertain of the late Au- 


thor, from Prejudice or Reſentment, it 
: mult 
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muſt be ſaid, in Juſtice to his Memory, 


that he was a Man of great Candour and 


Integrity ; indefatigable in his purſuit af- 
ter Truth, and equaily zealous in propa- 
gating it, when once diicovered. Cu- 
rioſity alone prompted him, at firſt, to 
pry into the Principles and Practices of this 
upſtart Scct, for the Diſcovery of which 
he ſpared neither Pains nor Colt. In the 
Proſecution of his Deſign, and with a View 
to be the better able to form a Judgment 
of the Merits of the Cauſe, he under- 
went the Fatigue of reading a vaſt Num- 
ber of Books pro and cen upon the Sub- 
jet. And no ſooner was he convinced, 
by a ſtrict and impartial Inquiry, that the 
Heads of the Party, under a Pretence of 
Self- denial were aſpiring after Power, and 
hid Doctrines of Uncleanneſs under the 
Veil of an apparent Sanctity; than he de- 
termined, at all Events, to unmaſk them, 
that the People of this Nation might be 
upon their Guard againſt the Wiles of 
theſe crafty Innovators. And ſuch hath 
been the Succeſs of his Labours, that not 
a few of thoſe that had entertained a 
very favourable Opinion of theſe Men and 
their Tenets, for want of proper Infor- 

mation 
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mation, are now convinced of the fatal 
Tendency of both; while a far greater 
Number, by peruſing the Author's 
Works, will be furniſhed with a ſure Pre- 
ſervative againſt the Venom of their Er- 
rors. On theſe Accounts it is preſumed 
that the following Tract will not be leſs 
acceptable to the Public, than the former 
have been; and that the Reader will do 
Juſtice to the Memory of a Man, whoſe 
ſole View in writing againſt the Herrn- 
fuers, was to ſtand up in Defence of 
Truth, at the ſame Time that he was la- 
bouring to promote the Intereſt of the 
Proteſtant Religion in general, and of the 
eftabl:fhed Church in particular.

Boaſts of ſo idle and pitiful a Nature, did the 
Party confine themſelves ſolely to the pampering 
each other with them, might be looked upon as 
hardly worth the leaſt Notice. But as they are 
ſpread abroad, undoubtedly with a View of de- 
ceiving the Unwary and Ignorant, and as their 
Chieftains appear determined to play, in this Coun- 
try, the ſame Game over-again, which they have 
play'd in others, when detected, viz. by making a

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(intitled, An Expoſition, or True State of the Matters 
objefted in England to the People known by the Name 
of Unitas Fratrum) publiſhed here in England, in 
two Parts, about two Years ago, with ſome Ani- 
madverſions on them. I purpoſed to have laid it 
before the Public, with other Matters, after he 
ſhould have finiſhed his promiſed Anſwer ; but as 
my Adverſary thinks fit to with-hold the Cloſe of 
the ſaid Anſwer, it appears neceſſary to anticipate 
Part of what I elſe ſhould have poſtponed, by giv- 
ing the Public a further Idea of Herrnhutiſm ad in- 
terim, and that chiefly for the Sake of the Unwary, 
who might eaſily be deceived by the Party's Illu- 
ſions. How great ſoever my Deſire is of conſult- 
ing the Reader's Eaſe by being as brief as poſſible, 
I muſt acquaint him, before-hand, that in ſome 
Places, where Matters are ſtudiouſly entangled or 
wrongly repreſented by Mr. Z:inzendorf, it will not 
always be in my Power to be as conciſe as I could 
wiſh ; and I hope, therefore, to meet with his In- 
dulgence on that account. 


When in the Month of April 1793, I had pub- 
liſhed the Candid Narrative of the Riſe and Progreſs 
of the Herrnhuters, commonly called Moravians, their 
holy Leaders, in ſpite of that Performance being 
ſupported throughout by evident Proofs, were 
pleaſed to ſtigmatize it with the Name of a Libel 
and, in order to ſecure themſelves againſt anſwering 
the Proofs ſet forth there, they pretended to be wil- 
ling to ſuffer as the primitive Chriſtians had done, 
| However, the Narrative, to the Sorrow of the 
| Chieftains of the Herrnbuters and the Diſappoint- 
| ment of their Money Schemes, meeting with a fa- 
vourable Reception from the Public, an Adver- 
{ tiſement was inſerted in all the News- papers of June 
2, 1753, in which Promiſes were given, that an 
Anſwer to the Charges brought againſt them, ſhould _ 

 £ ſhortly 
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ſhortly be publiſhed on their Part. It being but 
Juſt and equitable to expect the Defence of an ac- 
cuſed Party; theſe Promiſes, made in ſo ſolemn a 
Manner, were ſo far advantageous to the Herrn- 
buters, that the Public was thereby kept in Suſ— 
penſe. Yet, as it evidently appeared from their 
Conduct and Declaration, they never had any In- 
tent of giving an Anſwer. For, this very Adver- 
tiſement, was by the Party, zwo Years after, denied 
to have been inſerted by them in the News-Papers ; 
and they have charged it on Well-wiſhers of theirs; 
and ſo 4 have they been from dealing honeſtly by 
the Public, that, during this long Time, they never 
did contradict this Promiſe, or acquaint the Public, 
that it did not proceed from them, and that the pro- 
miſed Anſwer was not to be expelted at their Hands. 
Ot a Piece were the reſt of their ſucceeding Ac- 
tions, which had no ſmall Reſemblance to a running 
Fight. For, though no Anſwer appeared during 
the Time abovementioned, notwithſtanding they 
were publicly called upon to give one : they, never- 
theleſs, were not wanting to publiſh Pamphlet after 
Pamphlet, in which Endeavours were uſed to run 
down the Narrative, yet always keeping at a re- 
ſpectful Diſtance from the Matter objected againſt 
them. The Titles of theſe valuable Pieces, which 
likewiſe abound with high Encomiums on Herr: 
butiſm, doubtleſs, for keeping up the drooping Spi- 
rit of the Party, are as follows: 1.

Theſe are but a few Particulars out of many, 
concerning the Conduct of the Herrnbut Leaders to 
the End of the Year 1734; which having been fer 
forth more fully by me elſewhere ; (*) 1 beg Leave 
to refer the Reader thereto. As for their Conduct 
ſince that Time to this Day, Incidents of no leſs 
Conſideration offer themſelves to our View. An 
ingenious and learned Author, having been at the 
Pains, in a Treatiſe, intitled The Moravians com- 
pared and detected, to examine their Syſtem with a 
Retroſpect to the ancient Heretics, and to repreſent 
Herrnhutiſm in its proper Colours; a Piece was 
publiſhed in Feb. 1755, on the Part of the Herrn- 
buters, under the Title of A Letter from a Miniſter 
of the Moravian Branch to the Author of the Mora - 
vans compared and detefied, with a Poſtſcript from 
Mr. Zinzendorf to that Author. This Piece, which 
one would have imagined to contain a Refutation oft 


Concern about them. But it was, doubtleſs, done in order to 
evade an Accuſation. May be, Mr. Zinzendorf and his Subſti- 
tutes have even repented of their having publicly diſowned them.; 
and, perhaps, are deſirous of patching up a Peace with them.

ſuch. It proved to be as little an Anſwer as all the 
ix Pamphlets abovementioned, were an Anſwer to 
the Accuſations laid, by me, to the Charge of the 
Herrnhuters. Beſides two or three groſs Prevari- 
cations, for which Mr. Zinzendorf, perhaps, will 
meet with a condign Chaſtiſement, nothing is to 
be met with there, but a Chain of evaſive Shifts; 
many of which might likewiſe be made uſe of in 
other Controverſies, Thus Mr. Zinzendorf, with 
the Help of his Champion, according to Cuſtom, 
had again beaten round the Buſh, remaining, in the 
Periphery, and ſaying ſomething, but in Reality, 
little or nothing to the Purpoſe (3).

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About the ſame Time that this ſeventb Pampblet 
was uſhered into the World, on the Part of the 
Herrnhuters, it happened, that my Supplement to the 
Candid Narrative made its Appearance. It being 
full of authentic Facts, fit to open the Eyes, even 
of ſuch as, to that Time, might have remained in- 
different in the whole Affair; we may imagine, 
that Mr. Zinzendorf was not a little embarraſſed to 
prevent the Impreſſion that Piece, together with 
the Treatiſe of that learned Author juſt before 
taken Notice of, might make on the Minds of 


their Poxwer, at driving the Diſciples of Jeſus, before the Time 
comes, out of Europe and America, and making them wander with 
the Candleſtick of the Goſpel to the Eaſ. Me can expect every Thing, 


but our Adwverſaries cannot; they, in a certain Period of Time, will 


attacked me (Mr. Zinzendorf) with whom I cannot enter the 
Lift ; for, in caſe I was to anſwer them, I ſhould be obliged to diſ- 
patch their profane Writings in a Manner, whereby they abſolutely

have the ſame Tendency, wiz. to /ouffle and evade ; and, with 
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the Public. Being always ready to do any Thing, 
except the right one; he thought proper to have it 
proclaimed in the News Papers, that OT might 
be propoſed to him, which he promiſed to anſwer, 
and it was added, that a Perſon of his Acquaintance 
had engaged to uſe his Pen for that Purpoſe. Un- 
fortunately for Mr. Zinzendorf, an anonymous Au- 
thor made greater Diſpatch in drawing up Queries 
than his Friend. They appeared in Public, and 
Mr. Zinzendorf, purſuant to the Declaration made 
on his Part, ſhould have replied thereto. But it ſo 
fell out, that theſe Queries were different from thoſe 
uſually contrived between Mr. Zinzendorf, and Mr, 
Spangenberg, his right Hand as he calls him. Mr. 
Zinzendorf could not with ſafety enter the Liſt, 
and accordingly, they were left unanſwered, under 
that admirable Pretence of their being indecent, as 
indeed all Queries are, that touch Mr. Zinzenderf 
too much to the Quick. 

Were I to relate thoſe other Shifts and Evaſions 
made Uſe of by the Party in the News Papers, 
about this Time; I ſhould ſpin out this Account 
to a conſiderable Length, which I purpoſely avoid. 
The Attention of the Public, being now fixed on 
what at laſt, would come forth on the Part of the 
Herrnhuters; Mr. Zinzendorf found himſelf com- 
pelled to do ſomething, for the Sake of ſaving Ap- 
pearances. After having refuſed to anſwer tholc 
Queries, termed by him indecent ones, it would 
have been too hazadous a Thing for him, to aim 
at extricating himſelf, by publiſhing other Queries 
and Anſwers, contrived by him and a Friend, in a 
colluſive Manner. However, he had no mind to 
favour the Public, with a clear, full and honeſt 
Anſwer to the ſeveral Articles laid to his Charge; 
wherefore he pitched upon a Way, which might 
make a ſhew of ſo doing, though in Effect it 15 
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far ſhort of it. () I have here in View a Pamphlet, 
already mentioned above, which bears the Title of 
An Expoſition or true State of the Matter objefted in 
England to the People known by the Name of Unitus 
Fratrum; which was publiſhed in the Spring of 
1755, and followed ſoon after, by a ſecond Part, 
in which a third Part was promiſed with Intimation, 
that it was ready for the Preſs. Another Pamphlet, 
much about the ſame Time, was likewiſe uſhered 
into the World by the Party, intitled, An Eſſay on 
the Charatter of Count Zinzendorf. 

It is not my Buſineſs, at this Time, nor have I 
room for it, to make the Public thoroughly ſen- 
ſible, that this Expaſition, for the greateſt Part, is 
a Compound of Impoſtures, and an Inſult on the 
Reader's Underſtanding, and that as for its Method, 
it has been contrived, by the Party, in ſo crafty a 
Manner, as to put it out of the Power of thoſe 
that read it, to diſcover even thoſe Impoſtures, 
which ſtand in no Need of a Refutation. This 
will ſufficiently appear from a View of this Expoſi- 
tion, which I fhall hereafter publiſh, and which 
would have appeared long ago, had not Mr. Zin- 
zendorf, purpoſely and deſignedly, hindered me 
from it. At prelent I ſhall only ſay, that it is evi- 


1) As Queries could not any more help him out, he bethought 
himſelf of another fraudulent Way, vis, to attempt Aue 
daun his Adverſaries by Aſſertions.

of Writings have been publiſhed, on their Part, 
conſequently that they have not been wanting, 
either in Leiſure or Opportunity, to give a direct, 
full and explicit Anſwer to their Adverſaries. It is 
likewife viſible, that they have ſpent near Tour 
Years in Shitts and Evaſions, and not judged thoſe 
that are without their Pale, worthy of being 
Honeſtly dealt with. But this is not all. Mr. Zin- 
zendorf, whoſe Treafures in baMing thoſe that at- 
tack him, are inexhauſtible, has made himſelf 1. 
vulnerable, and for what I know, may carry on 
his evaſive Way of dealing with the Public, for 
Four Years longer, in hopes to prevent his Decep- 
tions contained in the above Writings from being 
fully detected. For would it not be highly unjuſt, 
whilſt a Man pretends to have ſtil] ſomething to 
fay in his Defence, to preclude him, and paſs Con- 
demnation ? Doth not Equity demand, that ſuch 
a Perſon ſhould be heared out? Behind ſuch a Line 
of Safety, it is, that our Moravian Patriarch has 
thought fit to intrench himſelf. As he could ftand 
out no longer, he came forth at length with what 
he calls an Expoſition or true State of the Matter ob- 
feed againſt the People known by the Name of Unitas 
Fratrum, as has been ſaid above; but apprehend- 
ing that upon Examination, it would not ſtand the 
Teſt, he laid hold of an artful Stratagem for tying 
down his Adverſaries Hands, viz. by not giving 
that Expoſition intire, but promiſing a third Part, 
that ſhould follow in due Time. Who ſees not here 
another evident Proof of Mr. Zinzendorf's double 
and evafive Dealing, and that his intent is, Thirgs 
foould ve forgot? That this has been his real Inten- 
tion the Reader will ſcarce doubt, when he is told, 
that ſince the Promiſe made by Mr. Zinzenderf of 
publiſhing a third Part of his ZxpeStion, _—_"

If the Matters of Fact which I have been ſetting 
forth, will produce Aſtoniſhment in the Reader at 
the Party's abovementioned Pretences, as I doubt 
not but they will; how much will not his Aſtoniſh- 
ment increaſe, and his Indignation be raiſed by 
thoſe downright Lies, which they have been guilty 
of in their late Writings, and which I am now 
going to animadvert upon?

And it is well to be 
obſerved, that this Declaration ſtands in a Book in-

SECOND LIE. 


Mr. Zinzendorf, in order to claim a Merit, on 
Account of having taken upon himſelf the Advo- 
cacy of what he abu/ively calls the Moravian Bre- 
thͤren, tells us, that the Brethren's Intereſt had been 
neglected at the Treaty of Oſnabruck, and that 
the Proteſtant Princes had not taken Care of that 
Church. Yet, that very Mr. Z:inzendorf, in another 
of his Writings, proleſſes downright, that the Pro- 
teſtant Princes had actually made Interceſſions for 
her at that Time, and that no Fault could be laid 
to their Charge. | 

* The Brethren's Intereſt, ſays he, (in his Ex- 
«*« poſition Part 1. p. 35, 36.) had been ſo ne- 
glected at the Treaty of Oſnabruck, as to leave 
their Churches and Liberty of Conſcience to the 
Mercy of their Sovereigns of anocher Religion, 
« ata Time when all the other Proteſtant Intereſts 
«« were cared for; the Princes, who had formerly 
„ taken Care of that poor, old and diſtreſſed 
Church, no longer had any Ambition to claim 
<< their former Relation to her.” 

The other Paſſage, in which juſt the contrary is 
ſaid, runs in the following Words:

of 1749.” —For the Sake of ſuch as may not 
have at hand the candid Narrative of the Riſe and 
Progreſs of the Herrnhuters, commonly called Mora- 
vians, I muſt premiſe here, that Mr. Zinzendorf, 
in the Year 1733, had obtained of the Theological 
Faculty at the Univerſity of Tubingen, a Reſpon- 
{um or Teſtimonial in Favour of his Sect; that Fa- 
culty taking every Thing propoſed by them to be 
fair, and not in the leaſt ſuſpecting to be falſely 
dealt with. However, Mr. Zinzendorf and his Party 
having afterwards pulled off the Maſk, and ſhewed 
themſelves in their true Colours, the ſaid Faculty, 
by a ſecond Reſponſum or Teſtimonial, dated 
May 8, 1747, ſet forth the real State of that Sect 
by Proofs from their own Writings and notorious 
Facts, that they, at the Time of giving their former 
Reſponſum, had been deceived. This leſt Reſponſum 
has been annexed by me, at full Length, to the 
candid Narrative, and I have charged Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf, in the firſt Place, with having fraudulently 
concealed it to an honourable Parliament, when 
petitioning for an Act in her and his Party's Favour

in 1749: and ſecondly, with having deceitfully 
laid before it, as a Voucher in their Behalf, Part of 
the former Reſponſum abovementioned, given in 
1733. Now Mr. Zinzendorf has endeavoured to 
evade theſe Charges, by pretending, as may be 
ſeen above, that he knew nothing of that ſecond 
Reſponſum of Tubingen, before paſſing the Act of 
1749 the contrary of which I am going to con- 
vict him of. Whoever compares the Time of this 
Reſponſum being given, viz. May 8, 1747, with 
the Time of the Parties obtaining the Act of Par- 

liament, which happened in June 1749, will ſcarce 
find it probable, that in the Space of Fall two Years, 
Mr. Zinzendorf ſhould never have come at the 
Knowledge of that ſecond Reſponſum. But the 
following Fact will ſtill more detect his Deception, 
Dr. Freſenius at Frankfurt, having publiſhed ſeve- 
ral Writings againſt him; our Moravian Patriarch, 
at length, grew ſo much incenſed, as to ſend a 
threatening Letter to the Magiſtrates at Frankfurt, 
dated May 7, 1748. This Letter the Magiſtracy 
of that Free and Imperial City communicated to 
Dr. Freſenius, ad ſtatum legendi; who thereupon, 
June 20, 1748, anſwered it, and particularly ob- 


jected there againſt him, that the Theological Faculty 


at Tubingen had, a Twelvemonth before, given a 
ſecond Reſponſum againſt him, and therein expoſed his 
Schemes, and declared, that they, at the Time of giv- 
ing their firſt Reſponſum in 1733, had been impcſed 
#pon. This Letter was printed in the ſame Year 
1748, and conſequently muſt have been known to 
Mr. Ztnrzendorf, long before his petitioning the Par- 
lament in 1749. To this Proof I ſhall add ano- 
ther. The Right Reverend the Lord Biſhop of 
Exeter, from a laudable Motive of coming at the 
Truth of divers Facts advanced by Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf in his Expoſition, has been at the Pains of 


writing to ſeveral Univerſitics and Places, * 
cou 
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could give the beſt Information with reſpect to theſe 
Facts, communicating withal to them Mr. Zingen- 
dorf's own Writing for their better Information. 
Among theſe, that very Theological Faculty at 
Tubingen, which gave the ſecond Reſponſum above- 
mentioned, being applied to, they, in their Re- 
ſponſorial Letter to his Lordſhip, (Which the 
Reader will find annexed to theſe Sheets both in 
Latin and Engliſh) refute Mr. Zinzendorf*s Impo- 
ſture concerning this Article in the following Man- 
ner: we are very much ſurprized, ſay they, at the 
Count*s aſſerting, that our ſecond Reſponſum, which, 
with a diſtinguiſhed Applauſe, has been received by our 
Divines, bad been unknown to him before the paſſing 
the A of Parliament (in 1749). For, at that 
Time, (viz. when in 1747 the ſecond Reſponſum 
was given) be had his Emiſſary, Mr. Timeus, among 
us, who fiſh'd out every Thing, and, without all Man- 
ner of Doubt, has likewiſe given him Intelligence of 
this Reſponſum. Moreover, that Reſponſum was, in 
1748, already twice in public print. How can it 
therefore have been unknown to the Count, who is ſo 
overmuch curious and afſiduous in collecting all Writ- 
ings touching him.

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neceſſary, before I take theſe Words in Hand, to

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Epiſcopal Church, ever countenanced by the Kings in 
theſe Realms, and by his preſent Majeſty when Prince 
of Wales; and had already a Church twog Hundred 
Years before, in the midſt of the City of London. —l 
have already ſhewn, in my other Writings, that 
the ancient Epiſcopal Church of the Unitas bratrum 
or Moravians, has been extinct above one hundred 
Years ſince. I have alſo made it appear, that Mr. 
Zinzendorf*s Sect had its riſe not much above thirty 
Years ago. It has likewiſe been clearly proved by 
me, that all thoſe Vouchers, which were formerly 
given in favour of the ancient Moravian Church, 
were founded on their Conteſſion of Faith; and 

that Mr. Zinzendorf and his Party have openly 
rejected it, and received quite other Doctrines, and 
a different Form newly contrived by their Founder. 
Now, as the Party, on theſe ſeveral Accounts, 
could not in the leaſt claim any Prerogative of that 
ancient Church, but has tradulently produced be- 
fore an Honourable „ee thoſe Vouchers 
given in favour of that Church, and thereby ob- 
tained, that they, in the ſaid Act, were ſtiled an 
old Epiſcopal Church; J need not ſay any Thing 
further concerning their Boaſt, with reſpe& to the 
Name of an old Epiſcopal Church, as well as their 
frivolous Pretence of having been countenanced by 
the Kings of England in theſe Realms. However, 
it is proper I ſhould take Notice, that Mr. Z:nzen- 
dorf, againſt better Knowledge, in the Jaſt Part of 
the above Paſſage quoted from his Expoſition, has 
given out, that his Party, or that old Epiſcopal 
Church, as he calls them, had already a Church tee 
bundred Years before, in the midſt of the City of Lon- 
don; which Words, in order to impoſe the more 
effectually on the Reader, he has introduced in ſo 
crafty a Manner, as to make him believe, that the 
ſame are really contained in the Act of Parliament 


of 1 749. Now, to convict him of this Lie, I need 
but

but barely appeal to the ſaid Act, where not one 
ſingle Word of that Nature is to be met with; as 
the Reader, by inſpecting it, may eaſily be con- 
vinced of. As for the Pretence itſelf, 72. that the 
Unitas Fratrum, or ancient Moravian Church, had 
already 4 Church two hundred Years beſore in the 
midſt of the City of London, I mult be ſome what 
particular, as we ſhall thereby diſcover a freſh In- 
ſtance of his having moſt unpardonably impoſed on 
an honourable Parliament, and that by means of 
certain Letters Patents, which neither regard the 
ancient Moravian Church or Unitas Fratrum, nor 
him and his new Sect. It is to be obſerved, that 
Jobn a Laſco, a Polander, obtained in 1550, of 
King Edward VI. the Place of Super-intendant of 
a German Congregation, to whom, by Letters Pa- 
tents, dated 7uly 24, of that Year, a Church was 
given in Auſtin Friars, and which is now poſſeſſed 
by the French and Dutch. What theſe People were, 
and upon what Account they came to England, may 
in a more explicit Manner, be learnt from what 
Burnet in his Hiſtory of the Reformation, tom. 2. 
p. 154. tells us, and which is as follows: 271 
summer (1550) John a Laſco, with a Congregation 
of Germans, that fled their Country upsn the Perſe- 
cution raiſed there, for not receiving the Interim, 
was allowed to hold his Aſſembly at Sd. Auſtins in 
London. The Congregation was erected into a Cor- 
oration, John a Laſco was to be Super-intendant, 
and there were four other Miniſters aſſociated with 
bim. But a Laſco did not carry himſelf with that 
Decency, that became a Stranger, who was ſo kindly 
received, for, he wrote againſt the Order of this 
Church, both in the Matter of the Habits, and about 
the Poſture in the Sacrement, being for fitting rather 
than kneeling. And in another Place, viz. p. 250, 
he acquaints us, that in Queen Mary's Reign in 
1553, an Order was ſent to John a Laſco and bis 
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(32) 
Congregation to be gone, their Church being taken ſram 
them, and their Corporation difjolved;—that John a 
Laſco and his Party hereupon went to Denmark, /; 
it coming to be known there, that they were of the 
Helvetian Confeſſion, they were required to be gone.— 
That they afterwards, firſt went to Lubeck, they 70 
Wiſmar and Hamburg, but being baniſhed from 
thence likewiſe, they at laſs ſettled in Frieſſand. It 
appears by this Account, that the People who 
ſet up a Congregation at Auſtin Friars, and to 
whom that Church was given, were Germans ; 
that their Congregation was a Preſbyterian one, 
It alſo appears, that theſe People's coming over to 
England was occaſioned by the Perſecution they un- 
derwent in Germany on account of their not receiv- 
ing the Interim: For the Sake of ſuch as might 
not know the Signiſication of that Word, which 
ought however, to be known, for judging in this 
Matter, I muſt add, that the Interim was a Book 
contrived in the Reign of the Emperor Charles V. 


for regulating Religion in ad interim in Germaiy, 


till the whole could intirely be ſettled at a general 
Council. This Book related ſolely to Germany, and 
did not in the leaſt affect Bobemia and Moraw : 
over which King Ferdinand I. the Emperor's Bro- 
ther reigned at that Time, whoſe Principles were 
quite averſe from uſing Force in religious Matters. 
(*) Now, as this Congregation conſiſted of Ger- 
mans, who were Preſbyterians, and had been per- 
ſecuted for not receiving the Interim; it is amazing 
to me how Mr. Zinzendorf could have the Impu- 
dence to give out before an honourable Parliament, 
that that Congregation had been a Moravian one, 
and to deduce from thence, that his Sect had 44.

Ad. Fratr. p. 23.) 1 muſt occaſionally mention 
kere another Impoſture committed by Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf, when petitioning his Act of Parliament; (and, 
indeed, there is no End of Materials to dwell upon, 
for ſhewing the baſe Manner, in which. he has im- 

ſed on that auguſt Aſſembly). He, by two 
Writings inſerted in the Aa Fratrum, p. 19, 21, 
and produced before the Parliament, has ſhewn, 
that a Church in Poland in 1683 and 1715 had met 
with Aſſiſtance in England, and that in theſe Writ- 
ings, that Church is ſtiled an Epiſcopal one. Now, 
though 1 have not ſeen the Originals of theſe Writ- 
ings, I will admit that the Church in Poland, which 
| indeed formerly was an Epiſcopal one, but ceaſed 
to be ſo in 1627, when it coaliſed with the Calvi- 
© niſts, (ſee Carpzov. p. 275.) did, by that Name, 
ſollicit Aſſiſtance here in England; thinking, that 
dy continuing here, to ſtile itſelf an Epiſcopal 
| Church, to meet with better Succeſs. But this did 
not in the leaſt intitle Mr. Zinzendorf, to make ule 
© of theſe Writings, for proving that Church to be 
nn Epiſcopal one, ſince he knew, that it had then 
already coaliſed with the Calviniſts, and that no 
E Brethren's Church, at the Years abovementioned, 
Vas remaining in Poland. For proving his Know- 
ledge thereof, I appeal to his own Words quoted 
in the Supplement to the Candid Narrative, p. 31, in 
which he, ſpeaking of that Church in Poland, ſtiled 
above an Epiſcopal one, calls them Calviniſis, adding 
chat the Title of Senior, which the oldeſt Miniſter of 
& theirs bears, neither implies, nor can imply, nor is that 
/ Biſbop. And in his very Expoſition before us, 
F. I. p. 57, he has been forced to acknowledge, that 
che Poliſh Branch of Moravian Brethren had made an 
enlire Coalition with the Calviniſts there, Now was 
In not highly impudent and moſt baſe in him, 
gainſt better Knowledge, to impoſe on an ho-

SIXTEENTH LIE. 


Mr. Zinzendorf ſays, (in his Expoſition, P. I, 
p. 41. 42.) that he ſhall not anſwer any thing 
which happened to be done in Wetteravia from Sept. 
I, 1738 to March 6, 1750, and that every Chill 
in thoſe Parts who heard of his Name, knows the 
Reaſon of his refuſing. He further tells us, Hat 
he upon the whole, will anſwer to Objections made hin 
from 1749, and before the Year 1736; adding that 
his Authority had been interrupted by a Sort of Inter- 
regnum for twelve Years, in which he had lived th: 
Life of an Emeritus. In another Place (viz. in the 
Letter to the Author of the Moravians compared and 
detected, p. 29) mention is made of Sets among his 
Party, at whoſe Door, it is pretended, that Objec- 
tions brought againſt him, are to be laid. If Mr. 
Zinzendorf had ſaid, that from the Year 1736 or 
1738, to 1749 Or 1750, he had been in ſuch a de- 
lirious State, as not to have known what he did; a 
Plea of this Nature would have bore the Ap- 
3 of Probability, and much eaſier would it 

ave ſerved his Purpoſe, than his pretending to an 
Interregnum, or to have been an Emeritus during 
that Time. His appealing 20 every Child in Wette- 
ravia, is to be looked upon as a Flouriſh of his 
Pen; grave People, 1. e. a Board of Juſtice in that 
Country, Men that are upon their Oaths, having 
atteſted juſt the contrary of what he wilfully im- 
poſes here on the Public ; as may be ſeen by con- 
ſulting the Anſwers contained in the ſeveral Articles 
quoted by me above out of an authentic Document, 
which is in my Poſſeſſion. However, I will ſo far 
condeſcend as to prove, likewiſe from his owl 
Writ'ngs, that he, during theſe twelve Years, vis. 
from 1738 till 1750 was no Emeritus, that there 
was no ſuch Thing as an Interregnum, as he calls 
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it, and that he, in theſe Years, ſwayed his Party 
with as much Authority, as he has done at all 
Times. Mr. Zinzendorf indeed puts me at ſome 
Labour, as he all along has done, in obliging me to 
conſult his Writings ; yet, the Proofs which I ſhall 
from thence bring againſt him, will more fully make 
it appear, though I am ſorry to ſay it, that he is 
inured in the Art of Lying. It was in the Year 
1733, that his Sectaries, by a ſolemn Act, which 
has been produced by his Deputies before the Par- 
liament in 1749, (ſee the Vouchers in the Ada 
Fratrum, p. 3.) appointed him their Warden and 
Advocate: That he continued, in Conformity 
thereto, to be their Chief and Ruler in ſubſequent 
Years, appears moſt evident, as elſe it would have 
been very trivolous for them, ſo late as in the Year 
1749, to prove to an honourable Parliament, by 
this very Act, the Authority wherewith they had 
inveſted him. In 1736, he called together his firſt 
Synod, and another in 1737. See Preface to his 
Sermons at Zeyſt. But let us eſpecially keep to that 
Period pointed out by him, v/z. the pretended Inter- 
regnum from 1738 to 1750. The Settlement which 
he procured to his People at Herrnhaag in W/ettera- 
dia (as has been proved upon him above out of 
Spangenb. Apology, p. 438) happened in 1738; and 
when, at the End of the ſame Year, he let out for 
the Weſt Indies, his Authority did not ceaſe there- 
by; for by an Act, dated Dec. 17, 1738, which he 
ſent to all his Congregations, and which is inſerted 
in his reſpectable Documents, viz, the Budingian Col- 
leftions, t. 1. p. 252, he directs them how to be- 
have, and to what Elders they ſhould ſend all their 
Reports and correſpond with during his Abſence. 
In 1739 he convoked a Synod at Eberſdorf, (ſee 
Preface to his Sermons at Zoyſt) and in the fame 
Year he preſented his Congregations with the firft 
Edition of his ſcandalous Tranſlation of the New

Teſtament. The following Year, 1740, a Synod 
was convoked by him at Saxe Gotha (lee Preface to 
the Sermons at Zeyſt); he likewiſe ſent an Inter. 
nuncius to the great Patriarchs (See A#ia Fratr, 
p. 48.) and executed that remarkable Bull men- 
tioned above for his two Miſſionaries, one a Cutler 
and the other a Gardener, to go to Turkey, He 
likewiſe, by a Letter, dated Feb. 12, 1740, threat- 
ened the Court of Budingen, that his People ſhould 
remove from Herrubaag. See above p. In 1741, 
his Sermons, intitled, Seven Diſcourſes, were pub- 
liſhed by him; he likewiſe in that very Year con- 
voked a Synod at Loudon (fee Preface to the Ser- 
mons at Zeyſt); and cauled the Office of general 
Elder to be beſtowed on the Saviour, with a ple- 
nary Indulgence and general Amneſty to all De- 
ſerters and others. In 1742 he went to Penſy/uu- 
nia, with a View, as his Actions have ſhewn, to 
bring all the Sects there under his Sway. The 
many {trange and arbitrary Proceedings, which hc 
has been guilty of there, would require ſeveral Vo- 
lumes to deſcribe. In a Writing publiſhed by him 
in that Year, he likewiſe got himſelf ſtiled an Ce- 
cumenic Servant of Chriſt (Bud. Coll. t. 3. p. 80.) and 
in this Year he wrote the two tremendous Anathema- 
tizing Letters, mentioned in the Supplement to the 
Candid Narrative; and allo preſented his Congre- 
gations with the XIth Appendix of his ſcandalous 
Hymns, as his own Preface ſnews. The follow- 
ing Year 1742, is full of Inſtances that ſhew the 
Sway exerciſed by him over his Set. After hav- 
ing mentioned, that, in this Year, he convoked 4 
Synod at Hirſbberg (ſee Preface to the Sermons at 
Zeyſt) 1 ſhall only relate a particular Fact, which 
being proved, wil moſt evidently ſhew, him to 
have been quite the reverſe of an Emeritus, and 
that, inſtead of the pretended Interregnum, his 
Reign, wes this Year, upon a ſtill more * 
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dation. Though Mr. Zinzendorf had already an 
Appointment or Call from his Sect dated in 1733, 


as has been mentioned above; yet in 1743, another 
was given him, in which his Sectaries gave them- 
ſelves over to him in Doctrine and Practice, and 
agreed that nothing ſhould be done without his Ap- 
probation. This Call likewiſe, though mutilated, 
has been produced before Parliament, in order to 
ſhew that all his Congregations, in what Place ſo- 
ever they be, are ſubject to him and his Orders : I 
ſhall from his own Book, publiſhed by him under 
the Name of Siegfried (p. 181, 182) inſert here 
the Manner in which this authoritative Call, which 
was delivered to him Nov. 21, 1743, is ſubſcribed. 
His Settlements in Y/etteravia are likewiſe mentioned.

() (2) Here we fee two different Kinds of Miſſions, the one 


among the Heathen, and the other among Chriſtians, And yet 
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In 1744 he convoked a Synod at Marienborn, in 
Wetteravia, ſome Particulars of which have been re- 
lated above. In this Year he likewiſe threatened, 
that his Sect ſhould reduce the Proteſtant Church 
to a Caput mortuum (See his own Letter to Mr, 
Burg dated March 3, 1744 in Dr. Freſ. Account, 
t. 2. p. 200). In 1745 his Homilies, intitled 
Thirty-two Homilies, were publiſhed by him. In 
1746 he convoked a Synod at Zeyſt, where, among 
other Matters, he delivered thoſe Sermons which 
were publiſhed the Year following, and out of 
which I have brought ſeveral Charges againſt him 
in the Candid Narrative. He alſo in that Year 
uſher*d into the World the XIIth Appendix of his 
ſcandalous Hymns. In 1747 he prelented his Con- 
gregations with his Homilies on the Wound Litany, 
and an Addition to his ſcandalous Hymns, which 
were declared by him to contain principia ſtantis & 
cadentis Ecclſic. In 1748, having mangled, and 
curtailed the Aug/burg Confeſſion, he, by his own 
Authoriry, brought it ſo about that his Congrega- 
tions accepted of it. In this Year, he likewiſe ſent 
that threatening Letter to the Magiſtrates of Franc- 
fort which we have mentioned above. In 1749, 
thoſe Deputies who appeared before an honourable 
Parliament, legitimated themſelves there by a 
Writing given by Mr. Zinzendorf (See Af. Fratr. 
Pp. 3.). In 1750 his Sectaries ſhewed themſelves to 
be ſo much dependent on him, that they, by an 
Act drawn up at Herrnhaag before a Notary Public, 
declared, that to renounce him, would be as much as 
renouncing Chriſt, For Brevity Sake, I avoid quot- 
ing more Facts. Theſe, I think, will be ſufficient 


Mr. Zinzendorf dares deny his Proſelyte- making. Theſe Sub- 
ſcriptions, as has been ſaid above, were made in 1743, and after 
that Time he has extended his Set, much more, to which the 
Act of Parliament in 1749, obtained by Craft, has not a little 
contributed. 
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to ſhew the Enormity of Mr. Z:nzendorf 's Lye, by 
which he has pretended, during the Years I have 
run over, to have lived the Lite of an Emeritus, 
and that his Authority had been interrupted by a 
Sort of Interregnum. Let me add to this one 
Word more, which is, that Mr. Zinzendorf with 
reſpect to the arbitrary Sway exerciſed by him over 
his Sect, and the Dependance they have on him, 
has been brought to ſuch a Nonplus by Mr. Groſs, 
one of his Adverſaries, that he, in 1740, in his 
Anſwer to him, (p. 16.

Sixteen of them have now been 
fairly proved upon this Man, of whom, it is 
pretended, (vid. Addit. p. 42.) ibat the World is 
far from being worthy, And were I to learch cloſely 
in his Writings, I imagine, a far greater Number 
might offer. But enough ſurely has been ſaid on 
that Head and others, to convince the Reader, 
that this Author's Writings, as well as his Actions 
ere of an original Kind.

Prelates themſelves treat many of the Pamphlets 
inſulting Chriſtianity, the Perſon of Teſus Chriſt 
ana the very Exiſtence of a ſupreme Being.

As his own 
Anſwer proclaims his Guilr, ſurely that Guilt is

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I cannot but own, that I have been at no ſmall 
Trouble in going through with and refuting Mr. 


Zinzendorf *'s crafty Expoſition. I have been 


obliged to peruſe many of his Writings over and 
over again, in order to convict him of his Im- 
poſitions by Proofs taken from them, and to 
drive him out of the many lurking Holes, in 
which he hid himſelf, However, I do not in 
the leaſt grudge the Pains I have been at, as 
I think, the Facts laid open in this Performance, 
will ſtill more contribute to make others aſhamed 
of a Man, whom I deſpair of making aſhamed 
of himſelf. They indeed ought to ſhudder at 
the very Thoughts of a Man, who has told us,

TRANSLATION. 

+ Your Lordſhip's Letter, with a little Book and 

Oueſtions joined to it, has been reccived by us in 
de Month of May of this Year. Before we anſwer 
dereto, let us briefly premiſe the following Parti- 
Wlars. Count Zinzendorf, in the Year 1733, in- 
Weated us to declare our Mind, whether the Mo- 
ian Brethren, driven into Exile for the Sake of 
Neligion, and therefore worthy of Compaſſion, could, 
Pon Suppoſition of their aſſenting to the Prote- 


nt Doctrines, keep their former Eccleſiaſtical 
1 83 Diſcipline, 
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Diſcipline, and thus be connected with us. We 
anſwered in the Affirmative. For, they declared to 
profeſs the Augſoburg Confeſſion, and that they 
would receive the Sacraments of us; they likewiſe 
made a great ſhew of Piety and Chriſtian Zeal, and 
called one of our Theological Seminary to be their 
Divine at Herrubuth, which without difficulty was 

ranted them. However, we admoniſhed them as 
well as the Count, ſtrictly to adhere to the Au 
burg Confeſſion, and diligently to take heed of 
Errors and bad Doctrines. But the Count has not 
ſtood to his Promiſe, but publiſhed ſundry Homi- 
lies, Hymns and Writings, ſtuffed with prodigious 
Errors. This has drawn after it an univerſal Con- 
tradiction of the Divines of the Aug/burg Confeſſion, 
even of ſuch, as before favoured the exiled Mora- 
vian Church. Wherefore, when the Count, in 1747, 
begged of the Eccleſiaſtical Conſiſtory at S:utgard, 
that Divines of our Body might aſſiſt at his general 
Synod at Marieborn; we, by a Reſcript of his moſt 
Serene Highneſs the Duke, were enjoined to de- 
clare our Minds concerning this Affair. At that 
Time Dr. Heiſman was Dean of our Faculty, who, 
as is uſual, drew up a Reſponſum, and ſet forth 
the Reaſons, why it was not adviſeable, that any 
of our Divines ſhould be ſent to that Synod. Here- 
upon the Conſiſtory at Szutgard anſwered the Count, 
that, though it did not aboliſh the firſt Reſponſum 
of the Theological Faculty at Tubingen, given in 
1733, it having been given conformably to the 
State of that 'l ime, when the Count's Orthodoxy 
was ſtill believed to be ſound ; yet that for various 
Reaſons no Divines could be ſent to that Synod. 
To this they likewiſe added ſeveral Cautions 1n 
order to reclaim the Count from his Errors and 
pernicious Inſtitutions. Having premiſed thus 
much, we are now going to anſwer to the Quel 
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tions propoſed to us. We are very much ſurprized 
at the Count's aſſerting, that our ſecond Reſpon- 
ſum, which has been received by our Divines with 
diſtinguiſhed Applauſe, had been unknown to him 
before the paſſing of the Act of Parliament, (in 
1749.) For at that Time, (viz. in 1747, when 
the /econd Reſponſum was given) he kept his Emiſ- 
ſary, Mr. Timæus, among us, who fiſhed out eve 
Thing, and without all manner of doubt, has like- 
wiſe given him Intelligence of this Reſpenſum. 
Moreover that Reſponſum was in 1748, already 
twice in public Print. How can it therefore have 
been unknown to the Count, who is ſo over-much 
curious and aſſiduous in collecting all writings 
touching him? Furthermore, the Count himſelf, 
page 11, (of his Expoſition) ſays, that to the Let- 
ter of the Conſiſtory at Stutgard directed to him 
May 19, 1747, a Poſtſcript had been added, ſetting 
forth, that Dr. Meiſinan, Dean of the Faculty, who 
had drawn up that Reſponſum, was then deceaſed. 
How could he therefore write, that in the Conſi- 
ſtory's Letter of May 19, 1747, no Mention was 
made of the ſecond Reſponſum of our Faculty, 
and that conſequently he had known nothing of it 
before the Year 1749? It is likewiſe falſe, that 
this ſecond Reſponſum of our Faculty, drawn up 
by Dr. Neiſman, had been thought ſo inconſiderable 
a Thing. For it has been received, as already 
mentioned, with univerſal Applauſe, even by our 
Conſiſtory (viz. at Stutgard) and was in 1748, 
twice printed. It is therefore a downright Falſe- 
hood, that it had been ſtolen out of the Deſk of a 
dying Man, and ſubreptitiouſly obtained; the 
Count himſelf acknowledging page 10, 11. (of his 
Expoſition) that by inſpecting it, it could be ſeen, 
that it was ſent to the Conſiſtory at Stutgard, in 
order to inform it about ſome Particulars. It is

In fine, the very Inſpection of the ſecond Re- 
ſponſum given by our Faculty ſhews, that it re- 
gards the Count's whole Undertaking and all his En- 
terprizes. The German Words of the Zinzenaorfian 
Hymn: Als Gott dein Sohn und dein Gemabl ſich 
einmahl Heilig Kiſten, &c. are in the Latin Tongue 
faithfully Tranſlated as follows: Cum, O Deus, 
filius tuus & uxor tua aliquando ſantta ſibi oſcula 
figerent, forſan in agapis ſuis divinis voluptatibus 
indulgentes, Deus vero originarius divino more 
dormiret, formabat ſe imago, perſpeftivo mods re- 
preſentans mille mundorum machinamenta. That 
is to ſay, the Count makes the Holy Ghoſt the 
Father's Wife and Mother of the Son, and him the 
ſole Creator of the World, which he created whilſt 
the Father was aſleep. How fanatical this is, and 
how abſurd and contrary to holy Writ as well as 
the Creed of the univerſal Church in all Places, 
every Body muſt perceive. Oh! how much do we 
pity that heterodox Count's Caſe? 

We cannot in any wiſe believe, that the illul- 
trious Parliament of England hath, by its Act, te- 
ceived into the Boſom of the Engliſh Church, the 
Zinzendorfian, but to have ſolely indulged it a civil 
Toleration, like that of the Quakers.

gation, ſay this, and inſtruct their Brethren 
in the Faith, to ſpeak and pretend the ſame. 
Should Men, that pretend to reform all the 
World, not be inſtructed in Hiſtory and the Fus 
Publicum of England, whoſe Protection they crave 
ſo earneſtly; or could they not eaſily come at 
ſuch Inſtruction?

When in 
the Month of April 1753, I had publiſhed the Car- 
did Narrative of the Riſe and Progreſs of the Herrn. 
huters, their holy Leaders, in ſpite of that Per- 
formance's being ſupported throughout by evident 
Proofs, were pleaſed to ſtigmatize it with the Name 
of a Libel; and in order to ſecure themſelves a- 
gainſt anſwering the Proofs ſet forth there, they 
pretended to be willing to ſuffer as the primitive 
Chriſtians had done. However, the Narrative, to 
the Sorrow of the Chieftains of the Herrnhuters and 
the Diſappointment of their Money Schemes, meet- 
ing with a favourable Reception from the Public, 
an Advertiſement was inſerted in all the News Pa- 
pers of June 2, 1753, in which Promiſes were 
given, that an Anſwer to the Charges brought 


- againſt them, ſhould ſhortly be publiſhed on their 


Part, Ir being but juſt and equitable to expect 
the Defence of an accuſed Party; theſe Promiſes, 
made in ſo public a Manner, were ſo far advanta- 
geous to the Herrnbuters, that the Public thereby 
was kept in ſuſpenſe. Yet, as it evidently ap- 

ared from their Conduct and Declaration, they 
never had any Intent of giving an Anſwer. For, 
this very Advertiſement was, by the Party, 40 
Years after, denied to have been inſerted by them 
in the News Papers, and they have charged it on 
Welkwifhers of theirs; and ſo far have they been 
from dealing honeſtly by the Public, that, during 
this long Time, they never did contradict this 
Promiſe or acquaint the Public, that it did not pro- 
ceed from them, and that it was not to expect that

(Buding, 
Collect. tom. 2. p. 308.) He and his People, according to his 
own Account, #9 Ave Marys (See the above Preface, p. 20.) 
They addreſſed and invoked the Angel., Hymn 2261 and 2237. 
In the Lord's Supper, he and his Followers, as he ſays, bite ir 
Chriſt's Corps (as they commonly call Chriſt's Body) Homil. an 
the Wound Litany, p. 232.) which, if it doth not imply Tran- 
ſubſtantiation, I know not what Tranſubſtantiation is.

At theje Words Mr. Manitius was wery much aftoniſhed, and neut 
after would ſuffer himſelf to be allured by the Count, thaugh he 
gave himſelf all the Pains imaginable for that Purfrſe. This is 
that ancient Proteſtant Epiſcopal Church, revived out of the 
Aſhes of Huſs, and acknowledged as ſuch by the Church of 
Ergland, through the Craft and Devices uſed by Mr. Z:nzendorf 
for that Purpoſe.

Diſpoſition in other Concerns. It is remarkable, 
that ſome of his Friends having upbraided him on 
account of his frequently contradicting himſelf, he 
in a Letter dated Oz. 30, 1733, gave the follow- 
ing Anſwer, inſtead of a better Excuſe. 1 do not 
know, ſays he, that I make any other Contradittions, 
or vary in ſpeaking and writing, than what the Change 
of Things, of the Method, of the Views and of the 
Ideas requires (). Thus he may ſhift and vary, ac-

required it /2, but that they were true Lutherans, and that Come- 
"4s had been a.fooliſh Fellow; to which the Profeſſor had given 
him the following Anſwer: I cannot tru/t you, the Views may at 
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cording to the different Circumſtances of Time, and 
the Variety of Humours, Deſigns and Intereſts, 
Accordingly we meet, in his Writings, with ſuch 
a Multitude of Contradictions, which no doubt 
proceed from the Change of his Views, that tv 
give a Liſt of them all, would be an endleſs Un- 
dertaking. However, that the Reader may not 
take this barely on my Word, I ſhall preſent him 
here with a few Inſtances which relate to Writings 
and Tranſactions of the Party in this Country. 


§. 23. 
Firſt Inſtance. It has been mentioned in the 
Supplement to the Candid Narrative, p. 18. that the 
Party, by a ſolemn Writing executed Nov. 21, 
1743, had given themſelves over to Mr. Zinzendotf 
in Doctrine and Practice. This Writing, which is 
called by them a Vocation or Call to the Advocaq of 
the Brethren, has been produced, as ſuch, before 
an honourable Parliament, with Mr. Zinzendort's 
Acceptation of that Call, but both of chem mangled 
in ſuch a Manner as to conceal the moſt material 
Points, whereof that auguſt Body ſhould have 
been informed. It is not our Buſineſs to enlarge 
here on the Devices made uſe of by the Party, in 
that Tranſaction, but the following Paſſage I think 
proper to repeat out of the Act of Acceptation oi 
that Call. 
4 have,“ ſays Mr. Zinzendorf there to his 
Brethren, *©* graſped this Office rather than de. 
& cepted it, and I make no ſcruple to lay, 
F© that I ſhould have ſeized on it, and man 
this Time, likewiſe require your ſaying % Hence we may un.

% tained myſelf in it, as long as I could have 
© done ſo, had not your Love and Inclination 
e anticipated or been before-hand with me.” 

This Paſſage, and the Act of Acceptation itſelf 
is to be met with at large in a Writing publiſhed in 
1745, in the common Name of the Party, intitled, 
Creutzreich, p. 218, on the Title Page of which, God 
has been called upon by them to witneſs its Contents. 
However, if we look into another Writing of 
theirs, publiſhed in 1752, it will appear that his 
Word is not to be truſted; for, he expreſſes him- 
ſelf there in the following Manner: 

I have taken the Advocacy upon me out of 
„ Condeſcenſion.”? 

This Paſſage, which every body will ſay, is di- 
rectly the contrary to the former, ſtands in that 
Apology ſo often mentioned by me, contrived be- 
tween Mr. Zinzendorf and Mr. Spangenberg, p. 620, 
and was ſpoken by the former at a Synod of theirs. 


§. 24. 

Second Inſtance. It having been objected to 
Mr. Zinzendorf, that he calls his People a Theo- 
cracy, which, as every body knows, is a State un- 
der the immediate Governance of God alone, as 
that of the Jews was formerly; ſuch was the Change 
of his Views, when he wrote his Expoſition, that 
againſt the common received Notion of that Term, 
he has given us there, Part I. p. 23, the following 
Reply: 

By Theocracy is and muſt be underſtood in 
< the Society, that as the Authority private 
©« Perſons have as Parents, muſt be in ſome 
Degree directed and regulated by the Fa- 
ther of the Commonwealth; ſo he, who is 
© the general Father of all Men, muſt rule 


over all.“ | 
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Yet if we compare this with another Writing, 
publiſhed by him and his Party ſome Time before, 
via. in 1745, on the Title Page of which they 
have called on God to witneſs its Contents, 218. 
Creutzreich, p. 40, we ſhall find Mr. Zinzenderf 
ſpeak in quite a different Tune, 

A Theocracy,” ſays he and his Party there, 
is a Nation, immediately ſubjected to God, 
* and Where his Servants act not as Teachers 
but as Magiſtrates.” 


§. 25. 

Third Iuſtance. Mr. Zinzendorf, in order to 
claim a Merit on account of having taken upon 
himſelf the Advocacy of what he calls the Mora- 
vian Brethren, tells us, that the Brethren's Intereſt 
had been neglected at the Treaty of Oſnabruck, and 
that the Proteſtant Princes had not then taken Care 
of that Church. Yet, that very Mr. Zinzendorf, 
in another of his Writings, profeſſes downright, 
that the Proteſtant Princes had actually made Inter- 
ceſſions for her at that Time, and that no Fault 
could be laid to their Charge. 

The Brethren's Intereſt,” ſays he, in his 
Expoſition, P. I. p. 35. 36, ** had been fo ne- 
« glected at the Treaty of Oſnabruck, as to 
leave their Churches and Liberty of Con- 
* ſcience to the Mercy of their Sovereigns of 
another Religion, at a Time when all the 
* other Proteſtant Intereſts were cared for; 
<« the Princes, who had formerly taken Care 
of that poor, old and diſtreſſed Church, no 
« longer had any Ambition to claim thi 
„ former Relation with her.” 

The other Paſſage, in which juſt the contrary 15 
faid, runs in the following Words: 

At the Time of the great Negociations of 
Peace in the Empire (i. e. the Peace of O, 
e nabruck)

«© nabruck) ſays he, Interceſſions were made 
« in Favour of the Moravian Brethren at the 
Imperial Court, and it is not the Fault of 
© any Proteſtant Prince, that they did not 
% obtain a free Exerciſe of Religion, even in

Theſe laſt Words are to be met with in a Peti- 
tion of his to the King of Denmark, which ſtands 
inſerted in a Book already mentioned, intitled, 
Creutzreich, p. 235, on the Title Page of which he 
and his Party have called on God to witneſs its 
Contents. . 


§. 26. 


Fourth Inſtance. It is a common Thing with 
Mr. Zinzendorf, for the ſake of making a Kind of 
Parade, to plead a voluntary Poverty, though it 
be, in reality, but a ſham-one, not unlike the Caſe 
of a Man, who ſtrips himſelf in order to bathe, 
and has it in his Power, when he pleales, to leave 
the Water and put on his Cloaths again. If it be 
aſked, what is become of his Subſtance ? the An- 
{wer is differently made according to the Change of 
Mr. Zinzendort *s Views. At one Time it is the 
Church that has it, and at another his Lady is in 
Poſſeſſion of it. In a Speech made by him to the 
Governor and Council of Pen/ylvania, May 13, 1742, 
and which afterwards has been inſerted in the a- 
bovementioned Book (p. 187.) on the Title Page 
of which God is called upon to witneſs its Con- 
tents, we find Mr. Zinzendorf deliver himſelf as 
follows : 

* The Audience perhaps will aſk, what Sort 
* of a Perſon is the Wife of this Man (mean- 
ing himſelt ) that is ſo extraordinary in 
every Reſpect, the Wife of an illuſtrious

As I have but ſlightly touched upon the Herry- 
hut or Moravian Hymns, in my Candid Narrative, 
and the ſubſequent Writings; 1 cannot, as yet, 
leave my Antagoniſts, without taking further No- 
tice of them. It is true, Mr. Zinzendorf, in his 
Expoſition, has been at great Pains to withdraw the 
Attention of the Public from them ; but, as theſe 
Hymns, nevertheleſs are Elegancies (), and declared 
by him to be ſuch; as they are given out to be 
abſolutely ſcriptural in Form as well as Matter; and 
as thoſe that oppoſe them, are deemed by him to bt 
: worthy of having their Tongues pluckt out and Hand 
chopp'd off (); who ſees not, that what he has laid

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upon this Occaſion in the above Performance, are 
Allegations, which his preſent Views have called 
upon him to make uſe of. I ſhall hereafter, in my 
Anſwer to that Performance, lay ſuch Matters be- 
fore the Public with reſpect to theſe Allegations, 
as will, I am confident, fill every body with Indig- 
nation againſt the Author of them, though even 
no other Matters could be laid to his Charge. 
For the preſent, let me, before I enter upon theſe 
Hymns, make one ſingle Remark on two Paſſages 
to be met with in the Party's Writings publiſhed 
here in England. The firſt is to be found in Mr. 
Gambold*'s Preface to Mr. Zinzendorf*s Perempto- 
riſches Bedenken, or the Ordinary's Peremptory Re- 
marks, &c. where it is ſaid, p. 7, that Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf had been declared the Author of Stauzas, which 
he had not ſo much as ſeen. The other Paſſage may 
be met with in Mr. Zinzendorf 's Expoſition, Part II. 
. 24, where he delivers himſelf in the following 
her: « The Stanzas mentioned in Mr. Gambold's 
Preface to the Peremptory Bedenken, (i. e. the Ordi- 
nary's peremptory Remarks) “ as never ſeen by me, 
« were truly ſuch as I had never ſeen, and in order to 
render that Aſſertion more intelligible, let me 
add to it, that I ſaw in the very controverſial 
* Books publiſhed in England, Songs and Verſes 
* confidently charged on me, which I ſaw hex the 
6 firſt Time in my Lite.” — The Reader, for diſ- 
intangling this Matter, will be pleaſed to keep in 
Mind, that the Preface, ſpoke of in the above 
Words, was printed here in London in the Year 
1753, and that the Word then, mentioned in the 
laſt Paſſage, refers to the ſame Time. Now, it is 
obvious, that as this Preface with the Remarks, 
was uſhered into the World fortly after the Ap 
pearance of my Candid Narrative, the Party, b 
telling the Public, that Mr. Zinzendorf had been de- 
clared the Author of Stanzas which he had not ſo

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much as ſeen, could have no other Drift, but to make 
the Public believe, that thoſe Hymns, which I had 
quoted in the Candid Narrative, ought to be looked 
on as not having been ſo much as ſeen by him. For, 
had not this been their Intent, it would have been 
very eaſy for them, nay, it was their Duty to add, 
that by theſe Words they did not mean thoſe Hymns 
which I had quoted, but that there were other Hymns 
to be met with in controverſial! Books publiſhed in 
England, whereof Mr. Zinzendorf had been declared 
the Author, though be had not ſeen them till Tar, 
i. e. in 1753. But ſuch an open and candid An- 
ſwer would not have ſerved their Purpoſe. It is 


likewiſe obvious, that I having been compelled, by- 


Mr. Gambold's Aſſertion, in the above Preface, to 
prove in an unexceptionable Manner, that Mr. 
Zinzendorf not only had ſeen thoſe Hymns quoted ty 
me, but had likewiſe publiſhed them with a Preface, 
ſung them with his Congregation, defended them, &c. 
(See Solemn Call, p. 17.) ; Mr. Zinzendorf, in order 
to come off, has, in the ſecond Paſſage above 
quoted, intirely paſſed over in Silence thole Proofs, 
which I had produced to juſtify my laying the ſaid 
Hymns to his Charge, and has bethought himſelf 
of an Expedient to ſave that Aſſertion, or as he 
terms it, to render it more intelligible (which his 
- Views did not allow him before to do) by giving 
us to underſtand, that it relates to Songs and 
Verſes publiſhed in England, in Controverſial Boots 
no ſeen by bim till 1733. Whatever Mr. Zinzen- 
. dorf may think of this Expedient, it will do him 
but little Service. I ſhall join Iſſue with him, yet 
am afraid, this new Aſſertion, inſtead of helping 
him out, will render his Cauſe more black than it 
was belore. The Queſtion between him and me is 
now no more abont thoſe Hymns which I have 
quoted againſt him; for, they have been taciily 
acknowledged to Bave been ſeen by him, to have Ne

After a diligent In- 
quiry, which I have made among ſuch as have full 
Knowledge of all that has been publiſhed againſt 
the Party here in England, before I began to write 
againſt them ; I find, that but two Writings have 
appeared againſt them, in which their ITymns were 
attacked. The firſt is intitled, Hymns compoſed for 
the Uſe of the Brethren, by the Right Reverend and 
moſt Illuſtrious C. Z. publiſhed for the Benefit of al! 
Mankind. In the Year 1749. It is a Tranſcript 
of twenty Hymns or Parts of Hymns, taken our 
of the Engl:/h Hymn Book of the Brethren, printed 
in London for James Hutton; and Mr. Weſley is 
reputed to be the Author of that Pamphlet. The 
other Writing, which was publiſhed in 1750, bears 
the following Title: The Contents of a I'olio Hi- 
flory of the Moravians or United Brethren (); in 
the Preface of which four Moravian Hymns, {c- 
lected out of the twenty Hymns or Parts ot 
Hymns in Mr. Weſtey's Pamphlet, are literally tran— 
ſcribed; fo that whoever has ſeen the Hymns in 
the firſt Pamphlet, may be accounted to have IK e- 
wiſe ſeen thoſe that are recited in the latter, not a 
Tittle being altered there. Now, as theſe are the 
only Writings () in which the Moravian Hymns

This no where has been of leſs Effect than 
in England.

in 1753 for the firſt Time of his Life, what in 1749

(3) As Mr. Zinzendorf treats his Adverſaries with the higheſt

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Party in his own Books? And are not theſe 
Words likewiſe an Approbation of that Hymn-. 
Book mentioned there? Again, as that Aſſertion 
in the above Preface was merely contrived for tak- 
ing off the Edge of the Indignation, with which 
the Public had a Right to look upon him, on ac- 
count of theſe ſcandalous Hymns, quoted by me 
againſt him in the Candid Narrative ; mult not that 
Indignation now rekindle, nay encreaſe, ſince I 
have made it out, beyond Contradiction, not onl 
that theſe Hymns are juſtly laid to his Charge, but 
that he has twice impoſed on the Public; , by 
lily inducing People to a Belief, that theſe Hymns 
had not ſo much as been ſeen by him; and ſecondly, 
by his being ſo audacious, after that Falſehood had 
been detected, as to palm on them another Un- 
truth, viz. that this Aſſertion related to Hymns in 
Controverſial Books not ſeen by him 7/7 1753, and 
which, nevertheleſs, he had already had Notice ot 
in 1749. TI ſhall, as I have ſaid above, in my 
Vir of Mr. Zinzendorf's Expeſition, produce ſtill 
more ſtriking Inſtances of his Impoſtures. Let us 
now proceed to the Hymns themlelves. 

We find a great many of them to be Va He- 
brew and half German, or half Latin and half Ger- 
man, compoſed in the Taſte of Macaronii Verſes, 
formerly uſed in France and Italy; where they were 
invented merely for the fake of creating Mirth. 
Neither a Scarcity of Words, nor a Want of Li- 
berty of Expreſſion in the native Tongue, which, 
in former Ages, might have been pleaded in Fa- 
vour of ſuch Compoſitions, can be alledged by the 
Party; who, beſides, in ſome of theſc Mongrel 
Verſes, expreſs themſelves in ſuch a Manner as 
cannot but cauſe great Offence. Let this ſingle In- 
ſtance vouch for my Aſſertion. Hymn 2087. v. 1, 
7- * God the Word, the Shepherd of Men, veritas 
aivina, was arreſted in the Garden, hora matutina.

i. e. Ecclgſiæ Militantis, and the Party would have a 
two-fold Trinity, a created and uncreated, a tem- 
poral and ſpiritual one.

According to what has been ſhewn in the Candid 
Narrative (p. 56, 57.) Mr. Zinzendorf is not 
aſhamed, in his Pulpit Diſcourſes, to ſet off the 
Member of Generation in Men as the moſt noble and 
moſt reſpectable Part of the Body, nay ſuperior to all 
the reſt. The better to countenance that pretended 
Nobleneſs and Superiority, his Imagination has 
furniſhed him with another Invention, which is 
yet more impure and ſcandalous. It is that Chrift, 
by his Circumciſion and the Opening of his Side 
(which he is lewd enough to compare with the 
Organ of Generation in the other Sex, (See Preface 
of the Supplement to the Candid Narrative, p. 25.)

Thus we ſee under what various Pretences our 
Moravian Patriarch has introduced his Bed Cham- 
ber Matters into religious Songs, and publiſhed 
them, in order that they may be read and ſung by 
the Party with Edification. I have here endea 
voured to give a ſhort Abridgment of them for 
the Readers Information. I own I had determined 
to arm myſelf with Patience, when I undertook to 
meddle with theſe Matters; but I find now it for- 
ſakes me, and that I am quite weary of the Taſk. 
So numerous are the Hymns that relate thereto, 
and ſo nauſeous are their Contents, that a Heart 
ſuſceptible of any Delicacy, muſt find great Re- 
luctance in dwelling upon them; eſpecially as their 
Offenſiveneſs increaſes beyond Meaſure, by being 
blended with the Name of Chriſt and the moſt ſacred 
Acts of Religion. Inſtead therefore of entering into 
a minute Detail thereof, let me be permitted to with- 
draw from this Sink of Uncleanneſs, as quick as poſ- 
ſible, by throwing together a few more of the moſt 
remarkable Paſſages of their Hymns on this Head; 
whereby the Reader will be fully convinced, that e 
Party, being loſt to all Senſe of Shame, makes it a Part 
of their Devotion, to ſing of the Aft of Coition and the 
Circumſtances attending it ; that they ruminate there- 


on as if they were preſent at it; that, in ſome of 


them, Chriſt, who, according to their Dotrine, is the

Contents /o far, even in this Country, as to deem 
thoſs that railed at them, worthy of having thei 
Tongues pluck*d out, and Hands chopped off. Let us 
hear now, in what Manner Mr. Zinzendorf endea- 
vours to come off in this Affair. He ſays, h 
what Mr. Gambold has aſſerted was true. "This 
then a reiterated Lye, as Mr. Gambold's Aſſertion 
cannot be looked upon to have been made with 
any other View by the Party, than to ſatisfy the 
Public with reſpect to the Hymns mentioned in tht 


Canaid Narrative, and which were — 
non

known to Mr. Zinzendorf; who, as it can be proved 
by a Letter of his, was apprized of what was con- 


rained in the Candid Narrative. And, continues 


he, in order to render that Aſſertion ſtill more intel- 
ligible, (obſerve here the Craftineſs of our Patriarch) 
let me add to it, that I ſaw in the very controverſial 
Books, publiſhed in England, Songs and Verſes confi- 
dently charged on me, which I ſaw then the firſt Time 
in my Life. This is mending the Lye with an Im- 
poſture. For as he finds himſelf fully detected by 
a World of Evidence, which I have brought againſt 
him concerning theſe Hymns, he, without taking 
the leaſt Notice of it, endeavours to come off, by 
making the Public believe in a ſly and indirect 
Manner, that Mr. Gambold's Aſſertion related to 
other Hymns publiſhed in England in Controverſal 
Books, which he then had leen the firſt Time. 
Such infamous Dealing every candid Man muſt 
abhor from the Bottom of his Heart. This puts 
me upon ſaying ſomething further with reſpect to 
the Impoſtures, he has, and is ſtill carrying on 
with his Hymns. From the very firſt Time of his 
ſetting up his Sect, his Endeavours have been, to 
propagate his pernicious Tenets chiefly by Hymns. 
I ind a Hymn Book publiſhed by him, as early as 
in 1725, which was republiſhed, under is own 
Name in 1731. (Carpz. p. 495.) This I think proper 
to mention, in order to ſhew, in how baſe a Man- 
ner he has impoſed on the Public in his Expoſition, 
by ſaying * that he had forbid compiling „Exp. P. I 
a Hymn Book of the Brethren abſolutely; p. fro. . 
adding a notable Cant, viz. till they 
were better acquainted with foreign Idioms, As the 
pernicious Tenets, contained in the Hymn Book 
of 1725, and 1731, were expoſed by ſeveral emi- 
dent Authors; Mr. Zinzendorf, ſore againſt his 
Will, found himſelf obliged, in 1735 and 1737, 
to publiſh another Edition with Alterations ; and 
13 this 
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this Hymn Book, which was given out to be ap- 
proved by the Party, was ſtiled an Hymn Book of 
the Congregation at Herrnhut; it was likewiſe {aid 
that God had given the Cenſor very pure and expreſ- 
five Thoughts, and that this corrected Hymn Book 
throughout contained the Sentiments of the Congrepa- 
tion. (Carpzov. p. 497.) However, as it contained 
a great Number of his favourite Tenets, new Ob- 
jections were brought againſt it; and the Court of 
Saxony, by an Edict of Aug. 7. 1737, mentioned 
above, prohibited the Uſe of it. Hereupon Mr, 
Zinzendorf, (in his Bud. Collect. P. II. p. 263.) 
charged his Adverſaries with having ſpoiled, and as 
i were poiſoned their Hymns; adding, that he and his 
People, would no more acknowledge that Hymn Book 
to be theirs; that another ſhould appear, and till 
then, they would make no Uſe of thoſe of the 

mus that had been ſpoiled, (which Hymns how- 
ever, as we have juſt ſeen, had been given out to 

conſiſt of pure and expreſſive Thoughts ſuggeſted by 

God, and to contain throughout the Sentiments of the 

Congregation.) Before I proceed further in the Hi- 

ſtory of the Zinzendorfian Hymns, I muſt take No- 

tice of a Letter wrote by him to the King of Pruſiz 

concerning them. Though theſe Hymns are much 

extolled by him there; he acknowledges, however, 

that ſome of them might have been left out of 

the Hymn Book, that a new one ſhould be pub- 

liſhed, and that thoſe Matters which fitted his Con. 
gregation beſt, ſhould be reduced into an Appendix. To 
this Letter which is to be found in the Bud. Col. 
lect. t. 1. p. 805, Mr. Zinzendorf has added no 
Date, doubtleſs for ſecret Reaſons: Yet in my 
Opinion, it was wrote in, or before the Year 173, 
as it is followed by another Letter to the ſame 
Prince, and dated in that very Year, Who would 
not have thought after this two-fold Declaration, 


that the Party would have avoided ſpeaking „ 
mo! 
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more in Commendation of that Hymn Book? Not- 
withſtanding all this, I find in a Writing, publiſhed 
at Amſterdam in the Dutch Language, in the very 
Year 1738, intitled, Yerkluaringe der Herrnhuthſche 
Broeders, &c. p. 24. that they not only publicly 
avow theſe Hymns as theirs, but likewiſe add, hat 
how much ſoever their Hymn Book was railed at, they 
would not ceaſe daily to fing the Hymns contained in 
it, Let not Mr. Zinzendorf ſhuffle off this Wri- 
ting, under Pretence of its not concerning him, as an 
Act of Approbation of its Contents, ſigned by him 
October 29, 1738, is annexed to it, Here we have 
Approbation and Diſavowal of one and the ſame 
Thing, at one or near the ſame Time; that Hymn 
Book, which ſhortly before had been diſowned by 
the Party in Germany, being again flatly acknow- 
ledged in Holland. But let us return to Mr. Z:n- 
zendorf*s further Tranſactions with reſpect to his 
Hymn Book. I find another Declaration without 
a Date, inſerted in his reſpectable Documents, viz. 
the Bud. Collect. t. 1. p. 188, in which it is ſaid, 
that he had a ſecond Time given himſelf the Trouble of 
reviſing the Hymn Book, of correcting it with bis own 
Hand, and tha! in this Form it ſhortly ſhould appear 
in Public, This new Hymn Book, corrected by 
Mr. Zinzendorf, appeared at Length in 1741, 
(Carpe. p. 300.) and now one naturally might 
have thought, that this Matter was fully ſettled; 
yet it appeared that even this Hymn Book 
was not yet the right one; for Mr. Zinzendorf, 
in order to ſhelter himſelf againſt the Objections 
which would be made againſt his Tenets diſperſed 
here and there plentiſully, and which Objections 
were actually made, had in his reſpectable Docu- 


. ments, T. 1. p. 317, acquainted the Public before- 


hand, (Dec. 31, 1740.) that ben once their Bre- 
thren's Hymn Book ſhould appear—then they would 


know how to explain the Hymns made by themſelves. 
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Who can help nauſeating at this prepoſterous Way 
of dealing, calculated for being the better at Li- 
berty to impoſe on the Public, and, whenever at- 
tacked, to appeal to ſome Reſervation or other made 
before-hand ? What I have hitherto related, doth 
not properly concern thole Hymns which I have 
objected againſt Mr. Zinzendorf, they being of a 
ſtill newer Date. I have mentioned theſe Matters 
purely, in order to make the Reader the more ſen- 
fible of Mr. Zinzendorf*s Falſehood in making the 
Public believe, that he never had publiſhed a Hymn 
Book, but only cauſed a little #/ay to be printed 
in German Town, which could ſerve his People for a 
Sketch, how he would treat that Matter for the fu- 
ture.* Item, what he further ſays there, 
that no Hymn Book acknowledged by the 
Moravians, had ever exiſted in his Time, 
As for what he adds in the ſame Place concerning 
an Authorization by his Synod, it is a mere Jug- 
gle; he being the Perſon that convokes and directs 
them, and has a Negative Voice over them, in 
Conſequence of the Call which his Party has given 
him. I ſhall now take in Hand thoſe of his Hymns 
of a newer Date, viz. ſuch as have appeared after 
the Year 1741. As in his Letter to the King of 
Pruſſia, which has been alledged above, he had 
promiſed, that thoſe Matters which fitted his Congre- 
gation beſi, ſhould be reduced into an Appendix; we 
may ſuppoſe, that this Way was then already hit 
upon by him, for the Sake of having always an 
Opportunity to extricate himſelf from the Charges 
that might be brought againſt him concerning 1ts 
Contents; by ſaying chat it was no Hymn Book, 
7 but a Cantional, as he, ſtiles it, in 
Exp. P. J. his Expoſition;“ juſt as if the Name

given to a Thing, altered its Property, 
and as if Hymns ſung in their Congregation were 
not the ſame, under whatever Title they 1 
wt bs Whether

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whether a Hymn Book, Appendix, or Cantionak 
Should I dwell on all his Appendixes, it would de- 
tain me too long ; wherefore I ſhall only confine 
myſelf to thoſe out of which I have taken my Quo- 
tations againſt him. It will however be impoſſible 
for me to avoid repeating here and there Matters 
already mentioned by me in my former Writings, 
It was in the Lear 1742, that Mr. Zinzendorf pre- 
ſented his Congregation with the XIth Appendix, 
in the Preface or Dedication of which, beſides 
what has been already mentioned by me in the So- 
lemn Call, p. 17, concerning that Matter, he 
wiſhes them, that the Lamb, by the Hymns contained 
in that Appendix, would make them feel, what be ſo 
powerfully had experienced from the greateſt Part of 
them. As Mr. Zinzendorf in that very Preface or 
Dedication, had promiſed them the XIIth Appen- 
dix, which according to what he ſaid there, for the 
greateſt Part was finiſhea, he accordingly gratified 
them therewith in the Year 1746; and 1o much 
were thele Hymns in credit and ſung by them, that 
according to the Acknowledgment of the Party, 
eleven thouſand Copies were printed and diſperſed 
among the Congregation. (See Preface to the Can- 
did Narrative, p. 12.) Had the Divines abroad 
found it neceſſary to oppoſe Mr. Zinzendorf's Doc- 
trines contained in his Hymn Book abovementioned; 
they now were ſtill more neceſſitated to do ſo on 
account of theſe Appendixes, which diſcovered Im- 
purities and Blaſphemies ten thouſand T'imes worſe 
than thoſe that were to be met with in the former. 
The Filter, ſays Prelate Bengel, which was not a 
good one before, was now quite broke; ſo that both 
thick and thin came out, Bengel, p. 336. However, 
Mr. Zinzendorf did not (top here. Four Additions, 
as ſcandalous as the Appendixes, were added 
him; in the Preface to the third, which is dated 
July 11, 1747, he, in order to ſhew his * 
O 
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how much their Hymns were approved of without 
their Congregation, had the Vanity to tell them 
that they were re-printed by certain Friends. To 
prove this, he unfairly quoted the Berlin Gazeite, 
the whole Paſſage in that Paper taken together, ex- 
PR the higheſt Diſapprobation of theſe ſcanda- 

ous Hymns. In that very Preface, we likewiſe 
meet with the following Paſſage : When I firſt heard, 
ſays he, that our Allih Appendix had been criticiſcd, 
1 grew amazed; for, I only thought that ſome merry 
Verſes, made for Children, and which might have been 
left out, had been attacked. But finding that no ſuch 
Matters have properly been the Objett of our Cenſors, 
but that mere ſerious and principal Matters ſtantis & 
radentis Ecclęſiæ, are objetted againſt, I ſhall not for 
the Sake of their not approving of them, ceaſe to fins 
my Brethren and Siſters the innocent God-Lamb with 
Saul and Spirit, with Skin and Hair; nay, after ma- 
ture Deliberation, I am grown ſtill more thirſly to ſet 
the ſelf-ſpeaking and only ſufficient Truth more and 
more in its full Light ; and this the more, as the only 
Damage, which theſe People could occaſion would be to 
prevent ſpeaking the Period entirely out. &c. In pur- 
ſuing the Thread of the Account of thoſe Hymrs, 
I find that Mr. Z:nzendorf and his Favourites are 
the Authors of the greateſt and moſt ſcandalous 
Part of them; the Liſt of the Compoſers of thoſe 
that are contained in the XIIth Appendix, ſhewing, 
that he alone is the Author of 139 of them (). 
(Dr. Baumgarten, t. VI. of his Opin. p. 867). 
So poſitive is he likewiſe of having therein ſet the 
felf-fpeaking and only ſufficient Truth in its full Light, 
that according to the Report of Dr. Hoffman (in the 


) Let the Reader, after having read the above, judge of the 
wicked Lye, that has been inſerted by the Party in their Letter 
to the Author of the Moravians compared and detected, p. 30, and 
which is, that Mr. Zinzendorf had but barely eondeſcended to o, 
faleyatcd the printing the Collection of Himns. fut 
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firſt Part of his Treatiſe concerning the Herubuters, 
. 28) he, in Auguſt, 1748, openly produced the 
XIth and XIlth Appendixes to the Commiſſaries 
at Herrnbut, and, with his Followers, ſung Hymns 
out of them, in their Preſence. They are learnt by 
heart, ſays Prelate Bengel, and Mr. Zinzendorf much 
oftener quotes them in his Sermons, than the Scrip- 
tures, [I have, with reſpect to theſe Quotations, 
afforded Inſtances in the Solemn Call, p. 19, to 
which and other Allegations, brought by me, con- 
cerning theſe Hymns, I refer the Reader.] The 
Uſe of theſe Hymns is poſitively given out by the 
Party, to be much more bleſſed than the reading of the 
Scriptures, Dr. Baumgart, P. VI. of his Opin. 
. 885. Mr. Zinzendorf in his Homilies on the 
Wound Litany, which he has dedicated to his 
Lady, p. 253, frankly tells us, that he and his 
People believe what is contained in their Hymns, and 
accordingly he has apologized upon them but ſo 
late as in the Year 1752, viz. in Spangenberg's 
Apology; and in his Diſcourſes on the Aug /burg 
Confeſſion, publiſhed in the Engliſb Tongue here in 
London in 1753, (p. 98), he has declared them to be 
abſolutely ſcriptural, and deemed ſuch as rail at them, 
worthy of having their Tongues pluckt out and Hands 
chopped off. Now, after theſe many Proofs, by 
which Mr. Zinzendorf ſtands convicted, that theſe 

Hymns have been objected againſt him upon ve 
good Grounds ; let every Body judge of the ul. 
fling Manner, in which he treats thoſe Objections, 
without however, attempting to invalidate, in the 
leaſt, the Proofs on which they are founded, and 
which have been produced in the Solemn Call ; 
eſpecially let the Reader refle& on his Confidence, 
in ſaying, that he wonders, Songs out of the Mora- 
v1an Cantiorial are produced and laid before the World, 
in order to prove the Unſoundneſs and Abſurdity of the 
Preſent Moravian Singing. This Cantional, or the 
. Appen- 
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Appendixes alledged againſt him, every Body muſt 
perceive, are not in the leaſt condemned by him. 
This is far from being his Purpoſe ; nor can he do 
it, as they have been given out by him to contain 
principia ſtantis & cadentis ecclęſiæ, and he declares 
that he will continue to ſing in that Strain. His 
whole Intent is, to draw the Reader's Attention 
from theſe Hymns, by craftily producing a Collec- 
tion of Hymns, newly printed, and frivolouſly in- 
ſiſting on that abſurd Diſtinction between an Hymn 
Book and Cantional. Item, that no Hymn Book had 


been printed by him before, (though even this is 


againſt Truth, as has been ſhewn above). Hereby 
however, thoſe Hymns contained in the Appen- 
dixes, are neither ſuperſeded, nor retracted, nor is 
the Public's Forgiveneſs aſked for the notorious 
Scandal given by them. This Device is of a Piece 
with that practiſed by him concerning his Sermons 


at Zeyſt. As he cannot publicly defend theſe Things, 


he aims at ſmuggling in his Doctrines, and makes 
Uſe of crafty Means for covering his Deſigns. The 
Reader may be ſtill farther convinced of the Truth 
of what I have aſſerted, by inſpecting ſome Paſſages 
in the very Expoſition itſelf, where theſe Hymns 
are ſtill well ſpoke of; viz, Addit. p. 28, they are 
ſtiled Chriſtian Poetry, and that worthy Divine, Dr. 
Baumgarten, for having ſhewed the Perniciouſnels 
of theſe Hymns, is charged with having given Scan- 
dal to all Germany. Again, Exp. P. II. p. 17, theſe 
Hymns, though with the greateſt. Falſchood, are 
repreſented as the Lutheran Way of ſinging, and it 
is wiſhed, that ſuch as occaſtoned Reſleclions on the 
adorable Body of the Savicur, by which they mean, 
ſuch as ſet their ſcandalous Hymns in a true Light, 
were drowned with a Mill Stone about their Neck be- 
fore they bad done ſo. (*) ; 


(*) I muſt "take Notice here of an Artifice made Uſe cf by 
Mr. Zinz«ndorf (in his Exp. P. II. p. 21,) for defending one - 
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I do not in the leaſt doubt, but what I have ſaid 
in theſe few Leaves, will again, according to Cu- 
ſtom, be branded by the Party, with the Name of 
a Libel; and I am well aſſured, that I ſhall incur, 
more than I did before, the Diſpleaſure of the Mo- 
ravian Patriarch, who, on ſundry Occaſions, has 
ſhewn but too ſtrong an Inclination to cauſe, were 
it poſſible, Fire to fall down from Heaven on his Ad- 
ver/aries. But was it merely ſufficient, for quaſh- 
ing Accuſations, to beſtow odious Names on them, 


his ſcandalous Hymns, though without daring to put the Public 
in a Way of knowing what Hymn he means. The Prayer, upon 
aubich the Adverſaries refiet, ſays he, is ſaid to have bein com- 
poſed by an honeſt Peaſant, who was very ſerious when he made 
it, Upon conſulting Spangenberg's Apology, I find, by what 
Mr. Zinzendorf ſays there, p. 303, that he means the 2114th 
Hymn quoted by me in the Candid Narrative, p. 68, and which 
is as follows : May thy (the Saviour's) firft holy Wound anoint me 
for the conjugal Buſineſs upon that Member of my Body, which is 
for the Benefit of my Wife, &c. Now, as Mr. Zinzendorf, who, 
though not without a Sa/vo, charges a Peaſant with having been 
the —— of that Hymn, defends it on the Score of his having 
been very ſerious when he made it; we have here another Inſtance 
of theſe ſcandalous Hymns being ſtill apologized for by him. 
The ſaid Hymn is one of thoſe that are to be met with in the 
XIIch Appendix, and has been publiſhed by Mr. Zinzendorf 
himſelf. e have likewiſe ſeen that this XIlth Appendix was 
given out by him to contain principia flantis & cadentis eccleſiee ; 
Wherefore he could not help ſpeaking in Behalf of this Hymn. 
However, it is ſomewhat ſurprizing to me, that he, in the ſaid 
Paſſage of the Expoſition, has not taken the leaſt Notice of ano- 
ther Hymn, quoted by me, in the ſame Page of the Candid Nar- 
rative, (viz. p. 68,) in which the Herrubuters direct their Speech 
with great Devotion to what formerly was adored at Lampſacus. 
It is the 2010th Hymn, which occurs in the ſame XIIth Appen- 
dix, containing the principia fantis & cadentis Zeelefiee Her, a- 
hutianz, and begins as follows: Member full of Myſtery, &c. 
As Mr. Zinzendorf himſelf is the Author of this laſt Hymn, ac- 
cording to his own Acknowledgment in Spangenb. Apology 
p. 393, why did he only mention the Hymn made by the ſe- 
rious Peaſant, and paſs over in Silence the other, quoted in the 
ſame Page of the Candid Narrative, and made by himſelf? I 
ſuppoſe, it will be ſaid in his Vindication, that he too was ſe- 
0.5 when he compoſed it. h 
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the falſe Apoſtles might, with as much Propriety, 
have cleared themſelves of the Charges brought 
againſt them by the true ones, by calling them 
Libellers: J even think, that with Men of ſuch 
Principles and Maxims, the Ten Commandments them- 
ſelves would not fail of incurring the ſame Fate. 
As my Allegations do not conſiſt in bare Words or 
Aſſertions, but are ſupported, throughout, by 
Proofs, which conſtitute the main Point, on which 
the Deciſion reſts, and whereby the whole alone 
muſt ſtand or fall; I am confident of having no 
Reaſon, either to mind his and his Party's Decla- 
mations and InveCtives, or to fear his brutum ful- 
men. I may ſay as much with reſpe& to another 
Evaſion, commonly uſed by the Party againſt 
thoſe that upbraid them with their Hymns, and 
which, doubtleſs, will likewiſe be uſed againſt me. 
It conſiſts in their laying the Scandal, which theſe 
Hymns give, not to their own Charge, but to the 
Account of thoſe that oppoſe them; which is ſo 
impudent an Attempt, as to deſerve no Refutation; 
being not a whit better than that of a Man, who, 
after having thruſt himſelf naked into a Company 
of honeſt Matrons, ſhould preſume to lay the 
Charge of the Offence at their Door inſtead of his 
own. There is ſtill another Objection, which the 
Party, in general, will make againſt my calling on 
Mr. Zinzendorf, viz. that he being repreſented by 
his Adverſaries as a Man ſticking at nothing, it is 
idle to call upon him to aniwer thoſe Charges that 
have been brought againſt him ; which admirable 
Shift has already been made Uſe of by them with 
much Contidence. To this I muſt anſwer, that was 
it poſſible I could ſo much forget myſelf as to make 
the leaſt Shew of ſetting myſelf up for a Judge of 
Mr. Zinzendorf; a Plea of this Nature might de- 
ferve ſome Attention. But as this is ſo far from 


being the Caſe, that, on the contrary, whatever 
my 
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my Conviction from the many Proofs that lie be- 
fore me, is of the Matters laid to his Charge, I 
intirely leave the whole to the Judgment of the 
Public; and as the Call I make upon him, is not 
made for my own Sake, but with a View that his 
own Anſwers to the Charges, and (Nota Bene) to 
the Proofs, ſhall give that Tribunal an Opportunity 
of weighing both Sides of the Queſtion, and judg- 
ing, whether he is juſtly accuſed or not ; who ſees 
not, that the Party, by the Help of this and the 
like wretched Evaſions, endeavours to flink away 
from their Adverſaries without encountering them? 
To conclude, let what has been already mentioned 
before be well remembered, viz. that Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf and his Party have made it known long ago 
to the World, that their Buſineſs is of too much 
Concern to the Public, by telling us, that they are 
to leaven us all through. Let it likewiſe be ob- 
ſerved, that this leavening through, in all Appear- 
ance, is to be brought about in Poſt-haſte. For, 
we are informed by him in a Sermon, (which is to 
be met with in a Collection, intitled Count Lewis of 
Zinzendorf's ſeven laſt Sermons,) p. 57, that Quick- 
neſs is the Advantage of their Plan (). His Views 


being 


(*) Were I not confined to Brevity, I ſhould give here an Ac- 
count, which would not be an unentertaining one, of the various 
open and ſecret Means Mr. Zinzendorf and thoſe aſſociated in 
Power with him make Uſe of in carrying on their Plan.“ The 
* Herrnbhulers,” ſays the preſent Archbiſhop of Cal, amon 
other Things in his Report, demanded of him by the King a 
Saveden in 1751, © can in thoſe Places to which they come, the 
longer conceal themſelves, as their Conſtitution allows them, 
** outwardly to profeſs that Religion, which is there in Vogue, 
* and ſecretly to divulge their own Tencts.” Far be it from me, 
adds he, „ to make a wrong Uſe of your Majeſty's Favour, by 
** Quoting vague and ill grounded Rumours ; but I ſhall only

of them; it is, without Doubt, incumbent on every 
one, that has it in his Power to detect Impoſitions 
carried on in Matters of ſo great a Concern, to lay 
them open to public View. Nay, ſuch is the Obi 
gation, which the Bond of Society and that Regai( 


which every one owes to the public Good, de— 


mands, that to be wanting herein, is in its Conſ-- 
quences equivalent to abetting or approving thein, 
Now, as Things are thus circumſtanced, they moſt 
certainly plead in my Behalf; and my Undertaking, 
ſuch as it is, cannot ſtand in Need of a Juſtifica- 
tion.

An Act of the Regency of Budingen, Decem- 
ber the 2d, 1750. 


Counſellor Rricn, being Preſident. 


HEREAS amongſt other ſcandalous 
Things, mentioned in the Books, pub- 
liſhed againſt the F —_— of the Herrnhuters, or 
rather the Zinzenderfian Set, much has been ſaid of 
what they call the Initiation of Marriages, according 
to the Plan of their Society; and the Magiſtrates 
of this Place, thinking it incumbent upon them, 
to enquire into the Truth of the Matter, eſpecially 
as they had Notice given them, that an Inhabitant 
of this Town, the Widow of Mr. Pab/t, a Rope- 
maker, deceaſed, had left their Congregation, on 
account of this ſcandalous Practice : This Widow,

Fohanna Elizabeth Pabſt, 45 Years of Age, has 
been ſummoned and charged, faithfully to anſwer, 
to the belt of her Knowledge and Conſcience, ſuch 
Queſtions as ſhe was now to be aſked, by Authority, 
ſo as to be able to corroborate it, if required, by a 
ſolemn Oath, and to anſwer for it, at the Judge-
